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REVIEW OF PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT CALCULATION 

A review of the Patent Term Adjustment History in the PAIR system shows that the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) calculated the Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) 
as follows: 

1) A Notice to File Missing Parts was issued on January 16, 2002. Applicants filed a 
Response to Notice to File Missing Parts on March 15, 2002. An Applicant Delay 
of 10 days was assessed for late filing of this response. Applicants respectfully 
disagree with the calculated Applicant Delay of 10 days associated with this item 
and hereby request its removal. 

2) The PTO mailed a delayed 14-month first non-final Office Action on 

April 2, 2003. Applicants do not dispute the calculated PTO Delay of 1 1 8 days. 

3) Applicants submitted a response to the above-referenced non-final Office Action 
on August 7, 2003. An Applicant Delay of 36 days was assessed for a delayed 
response. Applicants do not dispute the calculated Applicant Delay of 36 days. 

4) The PTO mailed a Notice of Allowance on May 1 3, 2004. Applicants responded 
to the Notice of Allowance on August 12, 2004, by Express Mail. With the 
Response to Notice of Allowance, Applicants also filed an Application for Patent 
Term Adjustment Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b). In the PAIR Patent Term 
Adjustment History, the PTA documents are entered as a "Miscellaneous 
Incoming Letter" and "Supplemental Papers - Oath or Declaration," and a total 
delay of 210 days of Applicant Delay is assessed. Applicants respectfully 
disagree with the calculated Applicant Delay of 210 days and hereby request its 
removal. 

5) The PTO issued the patent for this matter on July 12, 2005. A PTO Delay of 21 1 
days was assessed for late issuance of the patent. Applicants respectfully disagree 
with the calculated PTO Delay of 21 1 days for delayed issuance of the patent, and 
submit that the correct PTO Delay associated with this item is 212 days. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants believe the PTA calculation of 83 days is incorrect, as further outlined below. 

A. Applicant Delay for Late Response to Notice to File Missing Parts Is Inappropriate and 
Should Be Removed. 

On January 16, 2002, the PTO mailed a Notice to File Missing Parts (copy enclosed) 
requesting a signed inventors' oath or declaration and the missing parts surcharge fee. 
Applicants submitted a complete and timely Response to the Notice to File Missing Parts on 
March 15, 2002. The PAIR system and the PTO date-stamped postcard (copy enclosed) indicate 
that the PTO received Applicants' response on March 22, 2002. As Applicants' complete 
response was received within the three-month period of response ending April 16, 2002, 
Applicants should not be assessed any delay for the response to this Notice. 

The application was not marked as "complete" in the PAIR system until April 26, 2002. 
As Applicant Delay is sometimes calculated until the application is "complete," Applicants were 
unduly assessed a delay of 10 days. Thus, Applicants respectfully request correction of the 
"Application is Now Complete" entry in the PAIR system to be dated not later than 
March 22, 2002. 

B. Applicant Delay for Submission of an Application for Patent Term Adjustment is 
Inappropriate and Should Be Removed. 

Pursuant to 37 CFR § 1 .704(e), an Application for Patent Term Adjustment will not be 
considered a "failure to engage in reasonable efforts" to conclude processing or examination of 
an application and will not result in reduction of a patent term adjustment. Applicants submit 
that the Application for Patent Term Adjustment filed with their Response to Notice of 
Allowance on August 12, 2004, was incorrectly entered into the PAIR/PALM system as a 
"Miscellaneous Incoming Paper" (on August 12, 2004) and that the documentation of evidence 
attached thereto was incorrectly entered as "Supplemental Papers - Oath or Declaration" (on 
November 10, 2004). A total Applicant Delay of 210 days was assessed for the submission of 
these papers. No other documents corresponding to these entries were filed by Applicants. 
Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the removal of 210 days of Applicant Delay. 
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C. The PTO Delay of 211 Days for Late Issuance of the Patent Is Inaccurate and Should 
Instead Be Calculated as 212 Days. 

Applicants submitted the issue fee payment, along with the Response to Notice of 
Allowance, on August 12, 2004, by Express Mail. It appears, from the copy of the return-receipt 
postcard, that the PTO initially date-stamped the postcard with an August 1 3, 2004, date and then 
corrected the received date to indicate the Express Mail date of August 12, 2004. Two entries 
appear in the PAIR/PALM system for verification of the issue fee payment - one on August 12, 
2004, and one on August 13, 2004. 

The correct date of receipt of the issue fee payment is identified as August 12, 2004, in 
the PAIR/PALM system, but due to the duplicate entry for the issue fee verification, it appears 
that the August 13, 2004, date was used in the PTA calculation for the PTO Delay associated 
with delayed issuance of the patent. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the PTO Delay 
calculation be corrected to calculate from the official date of receipt (the Express Mail date) of 
August 12, 2004, yielding a PTO Delay of 212 days associated with delayed issuance of the 
patent. 
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CONCLUSION 



In consideration of the events described above, Applicants believe the PTA calculation of 
83 days is incorrect. Applicants respectfully request correction of the patent term adjustment 
calculation to reflect a total PTO Delay of 330 days, a total Applicant Delay of 36 days, and a net 
total PTA calculation of 294 days.
